The claimed invention is directed to an improved computer implemented method for selecting 
bids in a reverse combinatorial auction. The method according to the invention automatically 
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selects the optimal bid when commodities are offered in bundles by automatically generating an 
algorithm which may be implemented on a computer for solving the cost-minimization problem. 

The closest prior of record was the Nissan article, "Bidding and Allocation in Combinatorial 
Auctions." Nissan is directed to sealed bid auctions. Nissan fails to disclose the applicant's 
invention.
